The people of this com- 
munity are wil.ing to assist the 
ehurch. What is needed is a 
harmonious board of trustees who 
ean méet as friends and christian 
gentlemen, to examine the condition 
und immediate wants and make 
the same known. But this can 
not be done under the present 
elders and board of trustees. 
Why? Because there is no unity 
or any likelyhood of any harmony 
among the present constituted 
buard of trustees, all on account 
of the difference of opivion in 
regard to selling the church.
